The goldbug assertion that there is 


no demand for standard dollars is re- 
futed by the statement of the treasury 
department. 
This statement shows 


that all the standard dollars in the 
government vaults are represented in 
the circulation by silver notes redeem- 
able in silver dollars. These silver 
notes pass current on a parity with 
gold notes and greenbacks in the gold- 
bug strongholds of the east as well as 
in the west. If there were more silver 
dollars in the treasury there could 
be more silver notes issued and the 
amount of money in circulation in- 
creased. 
But the coinage of silver 


ceased by order of the secretary of the 
treasury two months ago on the ground 
that there was no demand for them, 
when at the same time all the silver 
dollars in the treasury were held to re- 
deem silver notes. 


If the coinage of silver dollars had 


not been discontinued silver notes 
could be issued for them and the strin- 
gency in the money market relieved to 
the extent of such coinage. That, 
how- 


ever, would not answer the purpose of 
those who have been doing all in their 
power to make money scarcer and the 
coinage of silver dollars ceased alto- 
gether. 


Now there is a scarcity of currency 


in the east. 
Banks give notice that 


they will not pay out paper money on 
checks, and silver coins are in demand 
in the principal cities. The govern- 
ment has iioue to issue, as every silver 
dollar in the treasury vaults is held to 
redeem a silver note, and the mints are 
not coining any. 


To-day there is a great demand for 


silver notes at the treasury. They are 
us acceptable to the public as green- 
backs or treasury notes, but none can 
be issued. There are no silver dollars 
in the treasury upon which to base the 
issue, the mints are coining none and 
the country from Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific suffers because of the scarcity 
of money, while there are stacks of un- 
coined bullion in the treasury. Why 
not, when there is a demand that the 
government cunnot supply for silver 
notes, start every mint coining silver 
dollars and relieve the country from a 
panic by issuing notes for those dol- 
lars to those who prefer paper to coin?

HON. A. J. BALFOCK. 


He Addressee a London Meeting in Favor 


of Silver. 


LONDON, August 3.—A meeting was 


held to-day at the official residence of 
the lord mayor to consider the financial 
and business situation. It was pre< 
sided over by the lord mayor. The 
gathering was very largely attended. 


Among those present were the Et. 


Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, Et. Hon. Henry 


Chaplain (formerly president of the 
board of agriculture), Et. Hon. Sir 
Lubbock of the firm of Lubbock & Co., 
bankers; Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, 
American ambassador to Great Britain; 
Dana Horton, and most of the leading 
bankers of London. 


Balfour made an address. He dis- 


claimed poetical motives and alluded 
to the anxiety felt throughout the busi- 
ness world connected with the currency 
changes in India and the action that 
might be taken by the United States 
government. The gold standard, Bal- 
four declared, would never satisfy the 
commercial wants, while the double 
standard alone would prevent danger- 
ous oscillations in trade. 


He condemned isolated action on the 


part of individual states and recom- 
mended an international agreement 
fixing the ratio of value between gold 
and silver. In the course of his ad- 
dress Balfour denied that the advocates 
of bimetallism aimed at inflation of the 
currency. 


This might be true, he said, of some 


bimetallists connected with the western 
states of America, but it did not apply 
to the bimetallists of Europe, who be- 
lieve the adoption of bimetallism would 
prove the safest commercial policy. In 
the^e vent of an European war the double 
standard would, according to Balfour, 
be found very advantageous. 


The meeting adopted a vote of thanks 


to Balfour for the address..

Secretary Herbert of tbe 3f»ry Quotes, "In 


Time of Pe»ce Prepare X'or'War"—Be- 
ing Able to Fight Is Often » Protection. 
9tr. Herbert's Fart. 
The pages which Secretary Herbert de- 


motes in the North American Review to 
t. comment on the great show of ships at 
Norfolk and New York deal with it first 
as an illustration of the friendly feeling 
that now prevails between the United 
States and other nations. 


He recalls that this peaceful rendez- 


vous took place in the very roadstead 
where the Monitor and Merrimac fought 
and near where the Leopard attacked 
the Chesapeake, while close by at Nor- 
folk lay tho old Constellation, successor 
to Truxton's frigate that overcame the 
Insurgente in 1799. Of the nine nations 
whose 80 warships were there gathered 
three were republics, but all the vessels 
put on the colors of Italy in, honor of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of King Hum- 
bert's marriage, just as the British 
Blake afterward at New York, where 
once the prison ships of the Revolution 
lay, flashed out the image of "Washing- 
ton in her fireworks display, and just as 
other foreign ships took part in our 
Decoration day ceremonies. 


Secretary Herbert well says that the 


voyage from Hampton Roads, when tho 
vessels of nine nations, in two parallel 
columns, steamed at a prescribed rate, 
all under the command, by courtesy, of 
an American officer, formed "a scene 
that has no parallel in history." Yet 
even this scene was surpassed in suggest- 
iveness by the land parade in New 
York, which, "while it was the most 
significant act of good will to the Amer- 
ican people and American institutions, 
was also the crowning lesson of the re- 
view." 


And what was that all important les- 


son? The secretary thus expresses it: 


"Every thoughtful observer was im- 


pressed with the idea that if our men 
should ever come to blows with their 
friends who were behind them in line 
they could never hope to win except with 
a fair supply of ships and guns. The 
stalwart Russians, with their sturdy 
tramp; the business looking Britons, 
keeping step to 'God Save the Queen;' 
the quick stepping Frenchmen; the Ger- 
mans, with their natty uniforms; tho 
Italians, and indeed all the detachments, 
were drilled and disciplined into fight- 
ing machines. Never was such a sight 
witnessed before as the sailors of -nine 
different nations marching together, and 
never was anything better calculated to 
impress upon those who saw them the 
lesson that the American sailor can keep 
his place upon the seas only when his 
government is behind him." 


This, after all, should be an abiding 


moral of the pageant for our country- 
men. 
It taught not only tbe beauty of 


peace, but the duty in peace to prepare 
for war. It was suggestive, no doubt, 
that while 70 years before Russia, Prus- 
sia and Austria had entered into a futile 
combination to reduce the Spanish- 
American colonies because they had set 
themselves r.p as independent republics, 
here were Russia and Germany joining 
their ships with those of republican 
France and the South American repub- 
lics. 


It was still more suggestive to find the 


armed forces of Russia and England 
marching one after another in the same 
streets and in the same column and the 
armed forces of France and Germany in 
like comradeship; while as to the inter- 
mingled forces of England and America, 
the sight of them prompted Secretary 
Herbert to say that "Great Britain never 
formally renounced the right of search, 
on account of which the war of 1812 was. 
fought, until 1858, but the two countries 
have made peace at last, mutual good 
will and respect have been testified in 
many ways and never more significant- 
ly than at this naval review." 


Yet it is not the peace note with which 


the secretary closes. He insists, as his 
conclusion, that in spite of Geneva arbi- 
trations and Paris arbitrations, we have 
not yet found a safeguard against war. 
"The Geneva arbitration was achieved 
only after the terrific .battles of our civil 
war had demonstrated to the world the 
fighting capacity of our citizen soldiery. 
If America would keep her own peace 
with all tho nations of the earth and 
maintain her place in the vanguard of 
civilization, she must be at all times pre- 
pared for war. This is the lesson of 
history emphasized by the rendezvous 
and the review." We may add tbat such 
lessons were wholly additional to the 
original purpose of t?ie ceremony, which 
was to furnish some distinctly naval 
pageant as the fittest possible for:n of 
public festival in honor of the gieatt'st 
of "voyages. 


Indeed it may fairly be said that tho 


full benefits of this memorable pageant 
were not universally recognized when it 
was planned. Even Mr. Herbert him- 
self, although a member of the house 
naval committee, voted against the joint 
resolution of congress which directed it 
to be held, but as its possibilities gradu- 
ally became apparent he headed the suc- 
cessful effort at a subsequent session to 
increase the appropriation for it to the 
amount needed. The advantage derived 
from bringing our own new ships to- 
gether for the first time in considerable 
numbers has been exceedingly great, and 
it has been increased by giving them the 
opportunity to compare themselves not 
only with each other, but with the picked

BULBS AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp i>, u. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
tartSi 
Thirty minute:, between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle, 
alls the horses to post. 
The bugle call will be precisely live minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, joclicys or others having 
are of the animal, that do not send the horse 
ut promptly at post signal will be fined. 
Nominations to all stakes must he mudejto^ 
he Secretary on or before the 1st duy ofT 
September, 1883.

Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding tho race, before »• 
o'clock j», M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must' 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 8 P. M. 


Horses entered in pursescanonly be drawn 
by consent of tho judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, und the 
weight and colors of the rfder must be eiven. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the namo of the horse, with the v>cight to be 
carried at the race is buific-ient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or tho race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee.* 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipuiated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed i;cu pounds, and all horseo- 
thut have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten jier cent, entrance to all races unless 
tbe conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
C< 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry biMBt 
person, or in one interest, tho partioulSK 
norse they are to start must lie named by ft 
. if. of the doy preceding the race. 
No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Facing race* 
close September 1st with tho Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided e*^~ 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent.

All Trotting and Pacing races ar* the beet 
three in five, unless otherwise specified- five 
or more to enter and three or more to mart, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold » 
less number than tive to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In ail two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two muut go to the stable; and m 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heata. 


When less than the required uurnber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follow* 
66% to the first and 33x3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of toe Board, and without 
notice, tbe entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering »iiorte in a running race, under 
:he»e conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Soard of .Directors on any question relaiimr 
to a race or racing.
